ORDER 

New Delhi, the 14th January, 2003 

O. N. 11.—Whereas Shri Surendra Mohan 
Aggarwal, a contesting candidate for the General Election 
to Uttar Pradesh Legislative Assembly from 
273-Generalganj Assembly Constituency, held in 
February 2002, was disqualified by the Election 
Commission of India for failure to file the accounts of 
election expenses vide its order No. 76/UP-LA/2002, dated 
7th November, 2002, under section 10A of the Represen¬ 
tation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951), for three years 
from the date of that order on the basis of report of 
District Election Officer, Kanpur Nagar intimating non¬ 
submission of account of election expenses by the 
said candidate. 

And whereas, Shri Surendra Mohan Aggarwal has 
submitted a representation dated 20th November, 
2002 wherein he had submitted that he had not received 
any notice from the Commission. 

And whereas, Shri Surendra Mohan Aggarwal, 
after receiving the Commission’s Order No. 76/UP-LA/2002, 
dated 7th November, 2002, contacted the Commission and 
was told that the notice intended to be served on him was 
received by his son Shri Sangeev Aggarwal: 

And whereas, Shri Surendra Mohan Aggarwal, 
had pleaded that his son Sanjeev Aggarwal is suffering 
from mental illness and that the notice was not given to 
him by Shri Sanjeev; 

And whereas, Shri Surendra Mohan Aggarwal had 
submitted all relevent medical records in support of his 
claim and has requested the Commission to give him an 
opportunity of being heard in person; 

And whereas, the Commission, after considering 
Shri Aggarwal’s representation dated 20th November, 2002 
had decided to afford him an opportunity of personal hear¬ 
ing and fixed the hearing for 13th January, 2003; 

And whereas, Shri Surendra Mohan Aggarwal was 
accordingly heard in person on 13th January, 2003; 

And whereas, after considering the case on its 
merits, the Commission has concluded that the failure to 
lodge the accounts of election expenses as required by law 


by Shri Surehdra Mohan Aggarwal was not intentional 
and was beyond his control and the disqualification im¬ 
posed under section 10A of the Act on him should not 
have been imposed. 


Accordingly, Election Commission, in exercise of its 
powers conferred by Section 11 of the Representation of 
the People Aat, 1951, hereby removes the disqualification 
of Shri Surendra Mohan Aggrawal imposed upon them by 
the Commission’s Order dated 7th November, 2002 under 
section 10A ojf the said Act, for the remaining period w.e.f. 
13th January, J2003.
